“Bus Passengers’ Puzzles'’ 


Mr. Leslie A. Luke, Public Relations 
Officer to the Dublin United Tramways 
Company, writes :— 

‘In the Diary on Friday you and a 
correspondent spoke of ‘sufferings’ in find- 
ing your way along Dublin’s ’bus routes. 
You will be glad to know that the need of 
which you speak has been recognised, and 
that early in December my company will 
meet it by publishing a pocket-size Street 
Guide, with a three-colour route map.” 

With the letter he sends me an early 
copy of the guide and a first proof of the 
The guide gives the position of every 
street in the city and a list of 'bus routes, 
by which any place may be reached, 
together with their various city termin1. 

The routes will bear the appropriate 
numbers, and the lettering on the map is 
all horizontal, to make for easy reading, 
even in a moving vehicle. 

““ Sufferings, puzzlings and wonderings,”’ 
he remarks, “should be eliminated by 
these two aids to passengers.”’ 

“On Thursday last,” the letter goes on, 
“you did us an injustice by suggesting 
that ‘no notice was given’ of the change 
of route necessitated in the case of a 
number of ‘buses by the extensive road 
work in Westland row. A notice was pasted 
in every ‘bus passing this way warning 
passengers in advance of the intended 
change of route. Further, an inspector 
was posted in Westland row to re-direct 
people waiting at the "bus stops there.”

TUBERCULOSIS A NATIONAL 
PROBLEM 


HOW BOVINE INFECTION MIGHT BE. 
FOUGHT

per cent. of the cattle are infected with 

tuberculosis, according to. Mr. J. A. 
Flynn, Chief Veterinary Officer for County 
Dublin. Interviewed yesterday, Mr. Flynn 
said that the cost of a scheme for the whole- 
sale eradication of the disease from cattle 
would be economically impracticable, but. he 
suggested means which would go a long way 
tcwards controlling the disease. 

Dr V. M. Synge, F.R.C.P.I., approved 
of the view outlined by Dr. Cecil Mushatt 
ia his paper on bovine tuberculosis, but said 
that tuberculosis should be regarded as a 
nitiona! problein. 

Mr. Flynn (a summary of whose report for 
1939 appeared in Monday's issue of the 
Trish Times) said that in certain regions it 
had been proved that upwards of eighty per 
cent. of the cattle in Eire and Great Britain 
were infected. About thirty per cent. of all 
the cattle in this country and Great Britain 
was infected. The figure was based on ex- 
tensive testing for tuberculosis by means of 
tuberculin. Only a small percentage of these 
animals showed clinical evidence of the dis- 
ease; the others showed no evidence of infec- 
tion during lifetime, and it was only on 
pest-mortem examination that the existence 
of the disease was discovered. A small per 
centage of infected animals excreted the 
organ'sm in the milk, and it was these 
animals that were particularly dangerous. 
Apart from economic considerations, the con- 
trol of the disease was of first-rate import- 
ance from the public health standpoint. 

Mr. Flynn said that the official method of 
control of tuberculosis in” animals is by means 
of the Bovine Tuberculosis Order, 1926, but 
only certain forms of the disease were notffi- 
able under this Order. The veterinary officer 
met with many cases which obviously were 
tubercular, but abont which he could take 
no action, as they did not come within the

WHOLESALE TESTS 


The only. effective method of dealing with 
tuberculosis, said Mr. Flynn, was the whole- 
sale testing of bovine stock and the rigid 
isolation of non-reactors or clean animals. It 
would not be practicable owing to the high 
incidence of the disease to slaughter all 
reactors, as had been done in many American 
States. The incidence of the disease in these 
States was relatively low, but, even so, the 
cost of eradicatfon was enormous. A 
partial scheme of eradication was tried some 
years ago in Scotland, and it proved very 
successful. It was entirely voluntary, and 
commenced with the testing of animals in a 
number of farms in a selected area. The size 
of this urea was gradually extended, “and 
the stockowners agreed not to purchase 
animals from outside the area unless they 
had previously passed the tuberculin test. 
Even then they were isolated for some time 
and re-tested before being added to the herd. 

Mr. Flynn said that the elimination of 
tuberculosis from cattle was not a difficult 
problem from a medical standpoint, but 
economically it would be impossible owing to 
the cost of disposing of reacting animals. 
The incidence of the disease would be reduced 
considerably by better housing of animals 
and by encouraging stockowners to report 
diseased animals in the early stages with a 
view to preventing further infection. Dark, 
ill-ventilated byres were a potent factor in 
the spread of the disease; for sunlight and 
fresh air were the natural enemies of tuber- 
culosis. Unfortunately they were often ex- 
cluded owing to the mistaken notion that 
animals thrived better in a close atmosphere. 

Mr. Flynn said that the County Dublin 
Board of Health for several months past 
were receiving only about 26 per cent. of 
highest grade milk for their section of the 
National Free Milk Scheme; of. the 
remainder, 16 per cent, was ‘‘ standard ”’ 
milk and the rest untouched milk. ‘The 
Board always gave preference to the highest 
grade milk, but the maximum price 
sanctioned by the Department at the present 
time was 2s. 2d. a gallon. Up to recently 
the maximum price allowed was only 2s. 
The producers could not provide milk at this 
price, and the result was that the highest 
grade milk producers were falling off. In 
the city area it was possible to distribute 
only tubercle tested milk, but for the city 
schemes producers of highest grade milk only 
had to ey the milk in bull at various 
centres, whereas in the county area it had 
to be distributed sometimes over sparsely- 
populated areas. For example, there were 
no producers of highest grade milk in the 
south of the county and the expense on north | 
county producers distributing milk to that 
area would be uneconomical. Some of the

CONTROL MEASURES 


Mr. Flynn suggested that the following 
measures, if adopted, would go a long way 
to controlling the disease and ultimately 
reaching a position when a total scheme of 
eradication might be attempted:—(1) The 
scope of the Bovine Tuberculosis Order 
should be extended to include all so-called 
‘‘ open cases ”; (2) encouragement should be 
ate to the building up of tubercle-free 
1erds and the rearing of animals from these 
herds; (3) farmers should be urged to report 
at an early stage all animals showing the 
slightest symptoms of the disease with a view 
to disposing of them; (4) all milk supplies 
should be sampled in bulk with a view to 
tracing animals excreting tubercle bacilli in 
the milk; (5) nutritional requirements of 
animals should receive consideration, as ill-fed 
and under-fed animals are more prone to the 


by creameries and used for the feeding of pigs 
or calves should be sterilised; (7) farm 
buildings should allow the maximum amount 
of light and fresh air and cubic space per 
animal; (8) special attention should be paid 
to areas where the disease is most prevalent, 
because, by reducing the number of infected 
animals in these areas, there would be a 
corresponding reduction in the number 
exported to other areas, and ultimately an all- 
round improvement might be expected. 


CORPORATION’S WORK 


The Dublin Corporation has done quite a 
lot to guard against tuberculosis in cattle 
and infection of milk, said Mr. P. F. Dolan, 
Chief Veterinary Inspector of the Dublin 
Corporation. 

Long before the designated Orders were 
passed for the control of milk, he said, the 
Dublin Corporation had taken steps to safe- 
guard the citizens in the matter of pure milk 
supplies. The special designated Milk Orders 
gó came into Íorce about a year and a half 
ago, but since 1928 the Dublin Corporation, 
working in co-operation with the Infant Aid 
Society, bad taken steps to see that every pint 
of milk supplied through that society came 
from tuberculosis-free cows. For the last 
twelve years Corporation inspectors have 
supervised the production of milk from special 
tubercle-free herds in North County Dublin, 
in County Meath and in County Kildare. 
That inspection was carried out by the 
Corporation’s own officials up to April, 1938, 
but with che coming into operation of the 
new designated Orders the. Department took 
over the inspectio.s of the herds. The result 
has been that, so far as the milk supplied to 
children through the Infant Aid Society is 
concerned, every single drop is free from the 
tubercle bacillus. It is not a question of a 
few gallons a day, but almost a thousand 
gallons, the average daily distribution oe 
about 7,500 pints, supplied in bottles. — 
particular noteworthy feature of this dis- 
tribution is that the milk is given to the 
people in the very poor districts, who thus 
receive milk of a much better quality than 
that bought and consumed - many people 
in the better-class district. It has ens a 
great matter for the mothers and children in 
poor struggling families that through this 
scheme of the Iniant. Aid Society they have. 
been assured of supplies of tubercle-free milk. 


TUBERCLE-FREE HERDS 


As will be seen, said Mr. Dolan, the Dublin 
Corporation were alive to the danger of 
infected milk long ago, and as a first step 
towards its elimination they set up tubercle- 
free herds, as sr] In ry oon | ni 
nspectors have ca out the most rig 
examination = Map É et and is ana 
prosecutions in the District Courts have been 
numerous.

tors to secure that they are free from the 
disease. This examination is over and above 
tho inspections carried out to secure  cleanli- 
ness of milk and its fats content, etc. 

As regards the milk supplied from areas 
outside the jurisdiction of the City Council, 
the animals supplying the milk are, of course, 
all subject to inspection by officers of the 
sanitary authorities in their respective dis- 
tricts, but, over and above that local in- 
spection, the milk is constantly being in- 
spected and tested by the Corporation’s Milk 
Inspectors when it reaches the city. 

hile the eradication of tuberculosis in 
cattle was eminently desirable, said Mr. 
Dolan, it was not a matter that could be 
brought about easily or quickly. It might 
take even ten years. The first step would 
be to set up tubercle-free herds in a particu- 
lar area, as the Dublin Corporation itself did 
twelve years ago, in North County Dublin, 
Meath and Kildare. The next step would 
be to extend each area, so that gradually a 
whole county would have all its herds com- 
pletely free of the disease. When there was 
a number of counties free from bovine tuber- 
culosis the country would then be in a posi- 
tion to attempt the complete eradication of 
the disease. The whole process would be 
long and tedious, but the consuming public 
could help very materially if they insisted on 
buying milk only from those producers who 
guaranteed that their herds were tubercle- 


f 
PASTEURISATION 


The suggestion that all milk should be 
pasteurised, he said, raised another very big 
problem. Would they be able to accomplish 
it? A point to be borne in mind is that 
if they insisted on pasteurisation and dropped 
the question of eradication what benefits 
would accrue’ ‘The eradication of bovine 
tuberculosis would involve heavy expenditure 
for the agricultural community. 

As to boiling milk before use, there is no 
such thing in this country as sterilising milk 
as they do in the home in England. It is not 
done in this country, and there is always the 
danger that gam may be buying pasteur- 
ised milk and then boiling it. 

Concluding, Mr. Dolan said that he thought 
it important that the people of Dubljp should 
know that the Corporation were alive to the 
seriousness of this whole problem long before 
special legislation came in, and had, by the 
establishment of tubercle-free herds and the 
distribution of pure milk through the Infant 
Aid Society, shown what should be done. It 
was up to the consuming public to look for 
milk from disease-free herds, but the Corpora- 
tion could not insist on their buying from 
these herds. 


HUMAN INFECTION 

Dr. V. M. Synge, F.R.C.P.I., said that Dr. 
Mushatt’s investigations were very important, 
and he agreed that much required to be done 
to protect children against infection with the 
bovine type of tubercle bacillus. 

“Infection with the human type of the 
tubercle bacillus, however, is even more im- 


country to combat the ravages of tubercu- 
losis, especially pulmonary _ tuberculosis. 
The sanatoria are quite inadequate both as 
regards accommodation and equipment. This 
is what happens: A patient with a cough 
comes to a hospital because he suspegts that 
he is suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis. 
His case is investigated, and often he is, in 
fact, found to be suffering from pulmonary 
tuberculosis in an early and eminently cur- 
able stage, but frequently he has to wait for 
three, or even four, months before a bed is 
available for him in a sanatorium, 
During this time the disease may have 
advanced, and cure may be difficult—if not 
impossible. When he does reach a sanatorium 
his period of treatment there may be too 
short, either because the sanatorium has to 
discharge him sooner than is desirable in 
order to make room for fresh patients, or be- 
cause—if he is a married man—he must re- 
turn to work to earn the means of supporting 
his wife and family. 

“ For advanced cases of tuberculosis, in 
which cure is out of the question, there 1s 
also great difficulty in finding suitable ac- 
commodation, so that these cases often remain 
at home to infect their families and neigh- 
bours, especially the children. 

“The problem of tuberculosis has, un- 
fortunately, been treated as a local problem 
instead of as a national one—in so far as the 
problem has been attacked at all.” 

Dr. R. Elsworth Steen points out that in 
his interview on the boiling of milk for 
children (published on Monday) the phrase 
‘orange juice or cod liver oil’’ should have 
read “orange juice and cod liver oil.” 


“HEALTHIEST CATTLE 
IN THE WORLD” 


STATEMENT BY SENATOR 
COUNTHAN 


Senator J. J. Counihan, Vice-Chairman of 
the Irish Cattle and Stock-owners’ Associa- 
tion, and member of the National Executive 
of the Irish Cattle Traders, writes :— 

““On behalf of the bodies with which I am 
associated, I strongly repudiate the false and 
misleading statement of Dr. Cecil Mushatt 
that ‘twenty-five per cent. of the cattle of 
Eire are affected with tuberculosis.’ 

‘Tt has been considered by every recognised 
authority that the cattle of Eire are the 
soundest, and have the cleanest bill of health 
of any cattle in the world. 

“ Of the thousands of fat cattle we export 
to Great Britain, less than one per cent. of 
our bullocks and heifers are found to be 
affected with tuberculosis when slaughtered. 

“ Most commonsense people agree, includ- 
ing many doctors, that tuberculosis in children 
is caused more from the want of sufficient 
milk than from affected milk, It has been 
proved that less than two per cent. of cows 
affected with tuberculosis give tubercular 
milk. 

“ My principal ‘concern is that the state- 
ment of Dr. Mushatt, if taken seriously, 
would have a very injurious effect on our 
cattle trade, and it is to be deprecated that 
a statement which is contrary to the facts 
should get such wide publicity in the Press.”

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THE SABBATH DAY 
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METHODIST VIEW OF 
NATIONAL SERVICE 


A meeting of the Eire Executive of the 
Council of the Methodist Church in Ireland 
on Social Welfare was held in Dublin on the 
2&th inst., under the chairmanship of the 
Rev. R. Lee Cole, M.A., B.D. Lieutenant 
Lionel Booth “was appointed Hon. Treasurer 
of the Executive. Various important matters 
were dealt with, and the following resolution 
was parsed :— 

“The Eire Executive Committee of the 
Council of the Methodist Church in Ireland 
on Social Welfare has given careful con- 
sideration to the question of Lord’s Day 
observance, with special referénce to activi- 
ties on that day of various bodies, more 
especially the Local Security Force and Air 
Raid Precaution organisations, in which a 
number of our people are taking active part. 

“The Methodist Chureh is convinced that 
it is God's will to have the Lord’s Day main- 
tained as a sacred day, and used for rest and 
worship, One of the many evils, however, 
which war, or the threat of war, creates 1s 
that it often makes impracticable the proper 
observance of the Lord’s Day The defence 
of the people of our land against aggression 
demands the active labour of the Local 
Security Force and the various branches of 
the Air Raid Precautions’ organisations on 
all days alike. i . 

“The Committee accordingly recognises 
that in the case of a national emergency the 
carrying out of certain work and duties on 
Sunday may be inevitable. But it urges that

. America’s Choice 


Next Tuesday the people of the United 
States will congregate to choose the electors 
who, in turn, will choose a President for 
the forthcoming four years. Three candi- 
dates for the Presidency are in the field. 
There is a _ Socialist, whom, for all 
practical purposes, we may forget. There 
is the powerful Republican candidate, Mr. 
Wendell Willkie, and there is President 
Roosevelt, who already has held office for 
two terms, and defies one of the strongest 
of American taboos when he seeks to hold 
it for a third. We shall be surprised— 
very greatly surprised—if the President 
does not win. In the eyes of many of his 
fellow-countrymen, he is a ‘‘dangerous 
rman,’’ whose sole ambition is to lure them 
into war; and that impression has been 
fostered with extreme skill by his 
Republican opponents. On the other 
hand, millions are asking themselves 
whether it is safe to change the horses 
in mid-stream, The present time is critical 
for every nation on earth, and to the 
United States, in greater measure than to 
other remote neutrals, it is full of peril. 
A strong and practised hand is needed. 
We do not question the strength of Mr. 
Wendell Willkie’s—his industrial history 
alone is sufficient evidence—but he is all 
but untried in high politics ;.and we must 
remember that in the United States, unlike 
our own country, the entire administration 
of the country, including much of the Civil 
Service, may change with a change of 
President. Our Irish political parties 
have deferred any thought of a general 
election during the period of crisis; under 
her Constitution, the United States has no 
such liberty, but the people’s instinct quite 
possibly will prejudice them against a 
change of Government. It is hard to tell 
how much of che opposition to President 
Roosevelt’s candidature is genuine. Elec- 
tioneering is a highly-skilled profession 
across the Atlantic, and a great deal of 
‘‘ballyhoo’’ undoubtedly has been ex- 
pended upon the attempt to persuade the 
electorate that his star is setting. ‘Opposi- 
tion there certainly is. It comes from— 
and, to a great extent, is financed by—the 
big industrialists, who never have forgiven 
his “new deal,” with its novel, ‘‘un- 
American ” insistence upon the worker’s 
rights as against his employer. Forsimilar 
reasons he is not beloved of the large 
farmers. His strength comes from the 
‘solid South,’ and, throughout the 
country in general, from the millions upon 
millions of workers whom he has be- 
friended. It remains to be seen whether 
the charge of ‘‘ war-mongering ”' will have 
any appreciable influence upon the elec- 
tions. Both President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Willkie have made their attitude clear— 
which is that, while they propose to 
strengthen America’s defences with all 
possible speed and to afford all possible 
help to Britain, in the way of munitions 
and other supplies, they will not enter the 
war. Only yesterday Mr. Joseph Kennedy, 
the United States’ Ambassador to London, 
who is regarded generally as a confidant 
and adviser of President Roosevelt—and, 
presumably, speaks with his approval— 
said that the United States ‘‘ must and 
will stay out of the war,” if only because 
her entrance into it could be a source of 
embarrassment, rather than aid, to Great 
Britain. Broadly, the doctrine of the two 
candidates is that Great Britain, as 
America’s first line of defence, must receive 
all possible help, while their own country 
strengthens herself against the assault, 
which, inevitably, as they feel, will come 
if Britain suffers a severe reverse. On 
that major issue Democrat and Republican 
are agreed, and, in agreement, they ask 
the people to judge between them. 


The Lamp of Learning 


The Institute for Advanced Studies is 
being brought to birth much sooner than 
most’ people can have expected. It is 


barely fifteen months since Mr. de Valera 


first moved the reading of a bill in Dáil 
Eireann, stating that this piece of legisla- 
tion, if and when it had become law, would 
devote its care to two fields of culture in 
which Ireland ought to be applying itself 
with greater effort; it is just over six 
months since the gext of the new bill was 
circulated. Yet already a Council of the 


Institute for Advanced Studies has been 


formed, and on Tuesday the first four pro- 
fessors were appointed. Three of them— 
Dr. Osborn Bergin, Dr. Richard Best and 
Dr, T. F. O’Rahilly—are to the School of 
Celtic Studies, and of these men two, at 
least, Dr. Bergin and Dr. Best, are 
recognised as probably the greatest author- 
ties in the world on the Gaelic language, 
both ancient and modern, while the third, 
a younger man, is in a fair way to 
emulate their reputation. The fourth, 
Dr. Erwin Schrodinger, is among the most 
eminent physicists of our time. All of 
them stand in the very front rank of inter- 
national learning. Mr. de Valera has 
expressed the hope that Ireland will 
become a world centre of Celtic studies— 


ambition for a country so preponderantly 
Celtic? With these brilliant men io direct 
its activities, the new school has begun 
well ; and we have no doubt that from such 
an auspicious beginning it will become in 
time all that its originators wish for it. 
The success of the Celtic branch of the 
Institute seems assured, and in regard to 
the other side, which is to conduct 
investigations in higher mathematics and 
theoretical physics, Mr. de Valera hopes 
that “there will be no school in the world 
which can say that it has better direction.” 
So far as Celtic studies are concerned, 
much valuzble research work has been 
done, of course, by the Irish universities 
and by the Royal Irish Academy to 
increase existing knowledge of the old 
Gaelic civilisation, but their work, for 
want of stronger official support, has not 
gone very deep, and in recent years most 
of the really profound studies have come 
out of such countries as Germany and 
France—places that are almost without 
Celtic associations. There is not much 
coming from these countries to-day to 


increase the sum of human knowledge.

Three-quarters of Europe, for that matter, 
has become a barren place, and we should 
be thankful and proud that our own. 
country, one of the few that remain at 
peace in this sorry continent, is again to 
be a bearer of the torch of learning in 
barbarous days. Perhaps—which God 
forbid !—the day will come when Ireland, 
too, will be engulfed in the European 
darkness: and these decent activities, on 
which we pride ourselves so deeply to-day, 
will be extinguished.

The Haunted House 


On Saturday last a meeting of the 
Technical Students’ Literary and Debating 
Society was held: Under discussion was a 
subject which has troubled mankind since 
the beginning of time: ‘‘ Are Ghosts Reai 
or Imaginary?’ The Society decided, by 
thirty-eight votes to thirty-six, that ghosts 
are real. The ghosts to which they refer 
consist, doubtless, of the reappearances in 
visible form of dead persons; few people 
in thiscountry would question the existence 
of the soul, and it is scarcely probable that 
a debating society would include the 
poltergeist and many other psychic 
phenomena which, though recognised by 
spiritualists, hardly could be said to 
come under the heading of ghosts. We 
wonder whether all—or any—of the thirty- 
eight who decided that ghosts are real 
actually have come into personal contact 
with spirits. Most people who believe in 
ghosts do so either on the strength of the 
amount of documentary evidence in 
existence, or because they are afraid not 
to believe in them, ‘est at some time they 
might be proved wrong. This week is a 
most appropriate time for such a dis- 
cussion. In a short time All Souls’ Day 
will be here, and Christmas itself is not 
very far off. Both these occasions scem to 
be favoured by the spiritual world as 
propitious times to make appearances. 
Indeed, it is hard for anyone, however 
sceptical, to feel immune from the powers 
of the other world when sitting in a 
darkened room, while the firelight casts 
strange shadows on the wall, and one’s 
mind recalls that it is the season of ghosts 
and spirits. If the debate on Saturday 
last had been held in an old ruin at mid- 
night, it is probable that thirty-eight 
members actually would have seen un- 
accountable things, while thirty-six less 
credulous members would have hesitated, 
perhaps, to state their disbelief so em- 
phatically. On the other hand, if the 
debato had taken place in the cheerful 
light of noon, it is conceivable that 
the Society would have come to a different 
conclusion. Circumstances have a great 
deal to do with the appearance of spirits. 
At Christmas-time, according to the 
majority of cross-Channel magazines, the 
ghosts which appear are dressed in doublet 
and hose, and, as a rule, carry their heads 
under their arms. Occasionally, also, women 
in flowing robes appear, and sometimes 
flowing robes are seen without any 
apparent occupant. These types, however, 
are confined largely to English country 
mansions; in Ireland we have a complete 
lack of ghosts of the ‘‘ head-under-the- 
arm ” variety. We have, however, one type 
of spirit in Ireland that is quite unique 
to the Gaels; that is the beanesidhe. 
Countless true Irish men and women have 
heard the wailing of this spirit on the 
night before the death of some member of 
the family; and who will say that it was 
only the cry of some injured animal or

Waiting 

Waiting imposes a severe strain upon 
patience. The swain whose sweetheart 
keeps him for half-an-hour or an hour 
after the appointed time grows irascible 
as he surveys every arriving bus and 
tramcar, and hopes that she may be in the 
next one. When eventually she does 
arrive, it is with an effort that he conceals 
the annoyance created by her lack of 
punctuality. The irritations of such small 
delays, however, are of little significance. 
They may injure the temper of the person 
who is forced to wait, but they probably 
do his health no harm. It- is different 
with the long-drawn waiting of the world 
at present. Whether they pe belligerent or 
neutral, countries and their peoples are 
waiting anxiously for the war to end. 
Contracts are being held up “ till we see 
what happens.” Business deals are being 
delayed, and even in business itself the 
tempo is slow. Workers find it difficult to 
manifest enthusiasm while great doubts 
overshadow everything. In the homes of 
the people the same spirit of uncertainty 
prevails. Everyone wishes the war were 
over, so that he might take up life again 
with the speed and spirit of peace-times. 
We have been indulging, of course, in 
rather sweeping generalisations. Some 
firms, some families, some business men, 
some workers, have been able to keep the 
war out of their thoughts and out of their 
work, and they are going ahead in the 
spirit of “business as usual.” Those who 
can behave so are, indeed, lucky. Their 
equanimity is enviable. The fact remains, 
however, that the war has affected our lives, 
and is liable to affect them still further— 
even the lives of those of us who live in 
the security of neutrality and have a 
sporting chance of remaining in that 
security. Prices have increased, credits 
have shortened, security is impaired. There 
is anxiety: for the immediate future, 
coupled with exasperation that the even 
tenor of ordinary existence has been inter- 
rupted, and with the strain of waiting until 
the trouble is finished. Itis obvious that the 
war is going to last for some considerable 
time. A year has passed and the situation 
is worse than ever. In the circumstances, 
it would seem wise, for those of us who 
can do so, to cease from waiting, to accept 
present conditions as likely to contin’ : for 
a long time, to adjust our comings and 
our goings, our buying and our spending, 
to the requirements of the present. We 
may continue to hope and pray for as 
speedy as possible an end to hostilities, but 
in the meantime the philosophical attitude 
is one of patient acceptance of things as 
‘they are.

PRIZE DAY AT SI. 
ANDREW'S COLLEGE 


FACTOR OF CHARACTER 
IN EDUCATION

OULD the schools be the deciding in- 
fluence in bringing about a new order, 
in which there would be no narrow 
hatred and bigotry? The question was asked 
vesterday by Mr. P. J. Southgate, M.A., 
eadmaster of St. Andrew's College, at the 
distribution of prizes to the students of the ; 
college by the Archbishop of Dublin. 

In the course of his report Mr. Southgate 
said that during the past year a further fifty- 
five pupils were enrolled, and a further thirty- 
two had entered this year. It would not he 
long before the school reached the maximum 
number it could educate effectively without 
further increases in staff and accommodation. 
Twelve boys were entered for the Inter- 
mediate Certificate. and of these seven passed 
with honours One of them secured the 
highest marks of any boy ever presented by 
the school for the examination. The chief 
cause of the five failures was a weakness in 
Irish, but it was obvious that the improve- 
ment in this subject, especially noted last 
vear. was stil] continuing; for the average 
marks were much higher. The instruction 
offered in this subject was of an exceptionally 
high order. 


EXAMINATIONS 


Mr. Southgate said that. while he did not 
attach an inordinate value to examinations, 
they gave—especially public examinations— 
an incentive to a boy to work for his own 
good, and the possession of a certificate was 
a qualification not to be despised. For thaf 
reason they had decided this year to intro- 
duce the Cambridge School Certificate 
Examination, to be taken at the end of the 
fifth year’s work. 

The only real progress, he said, in a 
school was the progress a boy himself made 
in character, in learning, and his attitude 
towards the permanent spiritual side of life. 
Whether such things could be taught was a 
moot point, but somehow they were learnt by 
some, though not by all. and the world was 
ticher by a few good citizens. Yet he who 
remembered the enthusiasm after the last 
great war for a new order of things, a wiping- 
out of narrow hatred and bigotry, and a 
building-up of something clean and good in 
society, could now see the same troubles and 
the same world disturbance. 

He wondered if the school might be the 
leading influence in bringing that state of 
things into being. The Government of 
Germany. for example, long since decided that 
a beginning must be made with the schools; 
if the country was to be thoroughly imbued 
with the National Socialist doctrine. Where 
politicians controlled the educational policy 
of a country, however, anything might 
happen, except the most desirable result. 

‘* How far,” he asked, ‘‘ are own own 
schools free from political bias and prejudice? 
Shall. we, too, ultimately be responsible for 
some ghastly upheaval? It is a depressing 
thought that we, too, may be sowing the 
seed of some dreadful harvest in the days 
to come.” 


A WORD FOR NON-WINNERS 

The Archbishop of Dublin, in an address to 
the students, said that while he had a 
tremendous admiration for scholars, he was 
not so much impressed, as, perhaps, he ought, 
to be, by a long list of successes. In a class 
of twenty only one could get to the top for 
the nineteen who did not, and he felt inclined 
to judge the merits of a school by those 
nineteen. A school’s attention should not be. 
confined to those who could do, or had done, 
wonderful things. 

Dr. K. C. Bailey, F.T.C.D., who presided, 
said that the school: had achieved a sound 
year’s work, well performed, and the con- 
dition of the College was healthier to-day 
than it had been in his recollection. 


FREDERICK DAWSON 


AN APPRECIATION 


All students and lovers of music will learn 
with regret of the death of the eminent 
English pianist, Frederick Dawson, which 
took place at his residence in Lymm, Cheshire, 
on October 23rd. Mr. Dawson was in his 
usual health until the 19th, when he suddenly 
became ill, and he died in less than three 
days—happily without pain or suffering. 

Born in Leeds, seventy-two years ago, he 
early displayed the exceptional musical gifts 
he possessed, and at the age of ten was taken 
by his father, himself a pianist of high local 
repute, to Sir Charles Hallé, in Manchester, 
who predicted a brilliant future for the boy. 
On the occasion of this introduction he gave 
a remarkable display of virtuosity in playing 
from memory Bach’s celebrated ‘“‘ forty- 


eight."’ 


After four years’ study, Mr. Dawson went 


to the great Rubinstein, who was astonished 


at the youth’s:remarkable gifts, and fully 
alle’s high opinion. 
Mr. Dawson’s concert career began at an 
early age, and for many years he was re- 
as the greatest of English pianists. 
He had a technique that was faultless and a 


musical memory that never failed him. In- 
deed, his knowledge of pianoforte music was 
quite unique, and up to the last he never 
seemed to lose the most perfeé command of 


the notes of any music he wished to play. 
His interest and curiosity in all musical 


matters led him into many out-of-the-way 
paths—one of which recently was a note on 
the performances .of Paganini in Dublin— 
and one never seemed to find him ignorant in 
any branch of the subject.

He had a large circle of friends in 
Dublin, and his vivid personality and know- 
ledge of his subject made him a delightful 
Companion. In recent years he has been a 
Principal Professor of the Royal College of 
Music, Manchester. He was twice married. 
The sympathy of all his friends goes out to 
his widow, the devoted companion of his 
later years.

One of the most widespread series of attacks 
by the Royal Air Force on Italian bases and 
aerodromes in Libya was reported in to- 
to-night’s R.A.F. communiqué.

“ Numerous raids and reconnaissances were 
carried out by the R.A.F. in Libya yesterday. 
Attacks were made at Derma, Bomba, Tmimi, 
Gazala, El Gubbi, Tobruk, El Adem, 
Menastir, and Sollum. At Derma high 
explosives fell near a number of ships in the 
harbour, causing, in all probability, consider- 
able damage. At Gazala twenty-seven fires 
were started, while at Tobruk the naval 
barracks was hit and damaged. 

“ Buildings were demolished at El Gubbi 
as a result-of heavy bombing, and a large 
fire was started on the landing ground at 
Sollum. Bombs fell among enemy aircraft on 
the ground at Menastir. This widespread 
attack on military targets was carried out in 
weather which was not ideal, ground haze 
and sandstorms preventing any detailed 
assessment of the damage done, which, 
nevertheless, must have been considerable. 
On other fronts our air activity was mainly 
confined to reconnaissance, but Assab, in 
Eritrea, was again raided. From all opera- 
tions our aircraft returned safely.”

BERLIN BOMBED IN 
- SNOWSTORM

EARLIEST NIGHT RAID

ERLIN had its earliest raid when, 
shortly after 9 p.m. on Tues- 
day, the first of a seal striking force 
of heavy bombers reached the Ger- 
man capital in a raging snowstorm, 
and opened an attack on objectives in 
the centre of the city, the British Air 
Ministry News Service stated yester- 
day. 
RESULTS OBSCURED 


Snowstorms had also hampered the raiders 
for the last 100 miles of their journey, and 
bad visibility, combined with the intense 
barrage of light and heavy A.A. fire from the 
ground defences, made the task of target loca- 
tion difficult in the extreme. 

After dropping a number of parachute 
flares the first raiders found their target, but 
the driving snow obscured observation of the 
results. ‘The difficult conditions under which 
the raid was carried out were described by 
the pilot of the first 'plane to reach Berlin. 

“The early part of the Journey,” he said, 
“was grand. Visibility was excellent, and 
we could see the stars in an almost cloudless 
sky. Then quite suddenly we ran into a 
snowstorm, which kept us company all the 
way to Berlin, and most of the way back. 

“We had hoped to get clear of the snow 
before reaching Berlin, but, if anything, it

A few seconds 
later the crew saw a sheet of flame sweep 
across the target. 

The docks at Hamburg and Bremen and the 
naval base at Wilhelmshaven, all three of 
which had been heavily attacked on the 
previous night, were revisited. Heavy-calibre 
bombs, followed by incendiaries, burst within 
the docks, but the ground haze and low clouds 
which prevailed over the greater part of 
North-West Germany obscured the resultant 
damage, : 


KRUPPS BOMBED AGAIN

In a leading article this morning, 7’Ac 7'1mes 
says:—So far as can be judged on the slight 
evidence of the first three days, the Italian 
plan of campaign in (reece has more in 
common with the cautious approach of 
Marshal Graziani in Kgvpt than with “he 
German Slitzkricg as used against the small 


nations of the North. Nothing has yet 
occurred to narrow the range of possible 
strategic or political objectives that the 
attack may be designed to serve. On one 


extreme, Mussolini may hope by the conquest 
of Greece—with or without German inter- 
vention through Bulgaria, which would set 
the whole Balkan peninsula ablaze—to make 
a bid for the command of the Eastern Medi- 


terranean, and use that command to invade 


Syria and open up the. road to the oilfields 
of Mosul. Though grandiose, the project 
would be quite in the Axis manner, and it 
behoves Great Britain and her friends in 
the East to be prepared for its possible de- 
velopment; but several more limited inter- 
pretations are on our present knowledge 
equally plausible, and it is even possible that 
we are witnessing no more than an attempt 
to blackmail that has gone awry owing to 
the unforeseen steadfastness of the Greeks. 

This last hypothesis is built on several 
scraps of evidence, though they are, perhaps, 
of a kind to rouse the same sort of suspicion 
as the perfect alibi in a detective story. Axis 
policy since the submersion of Rumania has 
rather suggested reluctance to embark at 
present on a larger campaign in the Balkans, 
and certainly the beginning of winter is not a 
propitious time for throwing either a 
mechanised army or an air force into or 
over those inhospitable mountains.  More- 
over, all the Balkan countries have been 
subjected lately to an intense propaganda, to 
the effect that the resistance of the British 
Empire is waning and that it would be a 
prudent course to come to terms with the 
‘‘new order.” The “new order,” it need 
hardly be said, contemplates the unthinkable 
problem of the complete climination of 
British interests in the Mediterranean. 

The Times goes on to deal with the sug- 
gestion that the Italian outbreak is an 
embarrassment to Nazi policy, and that 
Germany would be willing to mediate between 
Italy and Greece, and adds that the invita- 
tion to assume dissension between the Axis 
partners should be too obvious a snare to 
deceive anyone, seeing that the invasion of 
Greece comes directly upon the morrow of 
the Florence meeting. 

Whether Mussolini’s plans are conceived 
on the large scale or the small, the boldest 
reply is likely to be the best, continues 
The Times, If, relying on bluff and German 
mediation, he has promised himself a quick 
profit with limited liability, the British have 
the chance to show him that he cannot 
escape from his quarrel so lightly as he 
entered it, and to show the gallant Greek 
people that they aré right to trust in the 
p-ompt assistance of their pledged friends, 
rather than in the diplomatic offices of a 
self-nominated arbitrator. If, on the other 
hand, operations cu the grand scale are 
afoot, and the slow start is deceptive, then 
these early days, when the enemy appears to 
hesitate or at least to pause, are the very

MARSHAL PETAIN, in a broad- 
cast speech on Lyons Radio 
yesterday, gave an account of his 
recent meeting with Hitler, and said 
that he had been under no pressure 


from the Fuehrer. 


FRANCE’S RALLY 


The Marshal said:—‘‘ Frenchmen, a few 
days ago I had a meeting with the Chancellor 
of the Reich. ‘This meeting raised hope and 
caused anxiety. I owe you an explanation on 
this subject. Such an interview was only 
possible ee months after our military defeat, 
thanks to the dignity of the French people 
in face of their ordeal, and thanks to the 
enormous effort towards regeneratron which 
they have made. 

“HH was only possible also, thanks to the 
heroism of our sailors, the energy of our 
Colonial leaders, and the loyalty of the native 
populations. France has rallied. This first 
meeting between victor and vanquished 
signifies the first vindication of our country. 
It was of my own free will that I accepted 
the Fuehrer’s mvitation. I have been under 
no diktat, no pressure from him. Collabora- 
tion between our two countries was con- 
sidered. I accepted the principles of it. The 
application will be discussed later. 


FRENCH UNITY 


“To all those who await to-day the salva- 
tion of France I wish to say that this salva- 
tion is, first of all, in our own hands. To all 
those, who through well-meant scruples, 
might be inclined to deviate from our opinions, 
I wish to say that the first duty of every 
Frenchman is to trust. Those- who doubt and 
those who harden their hearts I would remind 
that the most praiseworthy reserve and pride, 
if persisted in to excess, are in danger of los- 
ing their effectiveness. 

“He who has taken charge of the destiny 
of France has the duty of creating the most 
favourable atmosphere to _ safeguard the 
interests of the country. It is with honour, 
and to maintain I’'rench unity—a unity of ten 
centuries—within the framework of a con- 
structive activity of the new European order 
that I enter to-day the path of collaboration. 


EASING THE BURDEN 


‘In the near future the load of suffering 
of our country may thus be lightened; the 
lot of our prisoners improved; the burden of 
occupation expenses lessened, and thus the 
line of demarcation may be rendered more 
flexible, and the administration and provision- 
ing of the territory facilitated. 

“This collaboration must be sincere. All 
thought of aggression must be excluded from 
it. It must conform to a _ patient and 
deliberate effort. An armistice, after all, is 
not peace. France has numerous obligations 
towards the victor; at any rate, she remains 
sovereign, 


MARSHAL’S POLICY 


“This sovereignty imposes upon her the 
obligation to defend her soil; to erase 
divergencies of opinion; to subdue dissensions 
in her colonies. This is my _ policy—the 
Ministers are responsible only to me, and to 


, me alone, and history shall judge. 


‘Until now I have spoken to you as a 
father—to-day I speak to you as the leader. 
Follow me; keep your trust in eternal 
France.”’

ROME, Wednesday. 

Italy’s anxiety over the arrangement which 
Hitler has been trying to make with the 
French Government is clearly reflected in a 
Berlin despatch to the official Italian News 
Agency to-day. 

The despatch suggests that the Germans 
have had to recognise strong Italiage objec- 
tions to any settlement which would deprive 
Italy of the fruits of victory in an effort to 
enlist French aid against Britain. 

Quoting ‘‘ authoritative German quarters,” 
it says that, in the talks which Hitler had 
with Laval and Marshal Pétain, not only was 
‘* no formal agreement reached, but no special 
problem was even discussed.’’ 


THE TALKS 

The talks, it adds, were concerned solely 
with a “ general plan of the part which 
France wishes to play in the new European 
order following the Axis victory.” 

The despatch continues: ‘‘ The new 
European dispensation cannot fail to take 
account of the fact that it was France which 
desired, provoked and lost the war, and that 
for this she must pay in full.” 

On these points there exists no possibility 
of discussion with the present directors of 
French policy. The very clear situation which 
thus emerges can only profit two parties. All 
the problems of European reorganisation are 
being dealt with on a realistic and essential 
plan.

NAVY STRENGTH 


Mr. Roosevelt said that there were now 
Six times as many men employed in the 
United States Navy yards as in 1933, and 
the effectiveness of the naval bases of the 
United States’ outlying territories Had heen 
“enormously increased. Our objective is to 
keep anyv.potential attacker as far from our 
continental shores as we can.”’ 

He said that the United States was ex- 
panding the Army because ‘‘ unprecedented 
dangers required unprecedented action to 
guard the peace of America against unpre- 
cedented threats.’’ 


ARMY DOUBLED 


“Since the day Poland was invaded we 


have more than doubled the size of the 
regular Army,” he said. 

_Mr. Roosevelt. said that, adding the 
National Guardsmen, United States armed 


forces are now equal to more than 436,000 
enlisted men... . 

‘““We are supplying our Army with the best 
fighting equipment in the world. The Defence 
Commission is getting things done with speed 
and efficiency.”’ 


Addressing the mothers and fathers of 
United States soldiers, Mr. Roosevelt 
declared: “I have said this before, but I 


shall say it again and again: Your boys are 
not going to be sent into any foreign wars 
They are going into training to form a force 
so strong that bv its very existence it will 
keep the threat of war far away from our 
shores.”’ 


50,000 ’PLANES A YEAR 


Mr. Roosevelt then said: “ We. are 
determined to attain a production capacity of 
50,000 ’planes a year in the United States, 
Day and night we are working and making 
rapid progress towards this goal.” 

The Boeing factory in California, the 
President said, was now producing four times 
as many ‘planes as a year ago. ‘The Douglas 
factories had doubled their output during 
that period. The Curtiss factories at Buffalo 
and St. Louis had jumped their output to 
twelve times the level a a year ago. 

In ten months the United States had in- 
creased rts *plane engine output by 240 per 
cent. Last spring and winter this great pro- 
duction capacity programme was stepped up 
by orders from overseas. 

When additional orders were approved they 
would bring the present orders for military 
aa from the United States to over 26,000. 
They would require still more new plant, so 
that the present programme of building 
‘planes for military purposes for the United 
States and Great Britain would not be inter- 
rupted. 


“STRONGEST POWER” 

President Roosevelt declared that the pro- 
ductive capacity of the country would not fail 
and would make the United States the 
‘strongest air Power in the world—and that 
is not just a campaign promise. 

The President welcomed Mr. Kennedy back 
to the United States, and said: “ile was 
actually on the scene where ‘planes were 
“game and bomb-dropping for many montlis. 
He has been telling me just what vou and I 
had visualised from afar—that similiar inde- 
pendent nations in Europe—Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Greece, Ireland and others—lived in 
terror of the destruction of their independence 
by Nazi might.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said that strong national 
moral, sound economy and a sense of soli- 
darity and economic justice were necessary in 
America. 


‘* DEMOCRACY ALIVE ” 

“We can assert the most glorious and 
encouraging fact in the world to-day—the 
fact that democracy is alive—is alive and 
going strong. We are telling the world we 
are free, and we intend to remain free and 
at peace. We are free to live, love and 
laugh. We face the future with confidence 
and courage.’’ 

Mr. Roosevelt also declared : ‘Large addi- 
tional orders have been negotiated for 
artillery, machine-guns, rifles and tanks, with 
equipment and ammunition.

AIR activity over England was on 
a small scale during the greater 
part of yesterday.

FAILURE OF DAYLIGHT 
ATTACKS

: LUNDON, Wednesday. 

Raider formations which attempted a sur- 
prise daylight attack under the cover of 
hanks ot cloud over the South-East coast 
area to-day were foiled by British fighters. 

As the raiders flew in from the sea the 
Royal Air Force machines closed with them 
and put them into disorder and retreat. 

It was the second defeat inflicted upon 
Luftwaffe machines attempting to cross this 
stretch of coast and reach London by their 
usual ‘‘lanes’’ within less than a day. 

Overnight the raiders were surprised when, 
for the first time since the intensive bombing 
of London began, they were met with inten- 
sive gun-fire as they sought to make their 
way inland. ‘They contented themselves with 
dropping many bombs in fields and lanes, and 
then turned for home. Ground defences 
became active when one German machine 
showed itself and the battle soon was over. 

Three Messerschmitts, flying low, were 
reported to have machine-gunned another 
South-East town early this afternoon. There 
were no casualties, though bullets whistled 
through the windows of several houses as 
people ran for shelter. ee 

A man and a woman were killed and pro- 

erty was damaged when a village in the 
North-West was raided. 


LONDON’S NIGHT “ ALERT '' 


Within a few minutes of to-night’s London 
‘‘alert,’’ raiders, flying extremely low, passed 
over onedistrict. Searchlights lit up the sky and 
almost at once the raiders, which came in 
from different directions, dropped their bombs. 
One resident said—‘‘I counted over forty 
explosions. Some were very loud and shook 
the House. Guns drove the ’planes back, 
but others came in.” 

Anti-aircraft batteries opened fire in another 
district within five minutes and heavily 
engaged the first German machine of the 
evening to ba over. It streaked across the 
sky famly low, but ee no bombs in 
the district. Other machines which, flying 
high, followed a few minutes later, also 
encountered heavy gunfire. 


THE PROVINCES 


A number of Messerschmitt 109’s dived on 
to a South-East coast town early to-night 
and dropped kombs, Further damage was 
done in a working class district which has 
suffered twice in similar raids, but although 
homes were badly damaged no one was hurt. 

The raiders were fired on by. ground de- 
fences, and the crew of one machine gun 
post are believed.to have hit one of the 
tighter bombers several times, as it flew out 
to sea very low. 

German ‘planes were reported in the 
vicinity of two East Anglian towns, and also 
over a North-West town and over Liverpool. 

During an air battle over the South-East 
coast, early. to-night the pilot-sergeant of a 
British fighter was wounded and his machine 
was hit. The airman, however, brought his 
machine down safely on a stretch of sands 
near Littlestone-on-Sea.

When Italy provoked war with Greece on 
Monday she was expected to launch an imme- 
diate attack from the Albanian frontier. 
This, in conjunetion with a move in North 
Africa of Graziania’s armies towards Egypt, 
would have kept the British Navy busy. So 
far, neither has materialised, but there is no 
doubt that the Italians are ready in Libya 
and in Albania. Their preparations for attack 
have been going forward for months. 


teports suggest Italian uneasiness regard- |. 


ing the Albanians themselves. To hurl large 
forces towards Salonica might leave long lines 
of communication vulnerable to _ hostile 
Albanians, though it would seem that Italy’s 
best chance would be to attack at once before 
the Greeks have time to complete their mobi- 
lisation for defence. 

The real enigma in this jig saw puzzle is 
Germany. What the German forces in South- 
East Europe are doing is the question upon 
which everything else turns. We know from 
authoritative statements that there are 
seventy divisions of Germans in the vicinity of 
the Balkans. Many of these are now assembled 
on the borders of Hungary and Yugoslavia, 
and among this number mechanised units are 
concentrated in the border towns of German 
Carinthia. What is the plan for which these 
vas forces, numbering at least a million of 
Germany s picked troops, is intended ? 

Turkey can be ruled out as the immediate 
German objective, at least for the moment. 
The Germans have sent very few troops to 
Rumania, which is in itself an indication that 
they have no desire to attack Turkey. Yugo- 
slavia is not so well placed. Every German 
troop movement suggests pressure against 
that country. Yugoslavia’s Army, kone’ 
standing firm and confident, is in a difficult 
position. To express sympathy with the 
Greeks in their cause or to offer active resist- 
ance when such a terrific potential enemy 
threatens Yugoslav borders would invite im- 
mediate reprisal. 

Hungary and Bulgaria are pieces that sli 
into the puzzle rather more easily. They will 
both toe the line whatever course ‘of action 
Germany may suggest. But daily there are 
signs of improving relations between Turkey 
and Russia. Is Russia nervous about German 
intentions? She has need to be. There are 
still large concentrations of German troops 
in Poland, as well as in the Balkan theatre.

LIFE IN EIRE 


SUPPLIES WELL 
KEPT UP 


GOOD STOCKS OF 
ESSENTIALS 


in spite of anemployment and other 
troubles, life in Eire 1s happier than in 
any other country—at any rate in the old 
world—said Mr. -A. A. Branker, President, 
in his address to the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce at their ordinary October general 
meeting in Commercial Buildings, Dublin, 
yesterday. ' ;

THE PURCHASE TAX 


Referring to the British purchase tax, he 
said that it seemed possible that trouble 
would arise over that tax, leading to Customs 
congestion, until consignors in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland realised that Eire is 
an export market and that the purchase tax 
was not payable on goods exported from 
those countries to Eire.

ESSENTIAL ARTICLES 


The Council had circulated a leaflet making 
known the wishes of the Minister for Sup- 
plies, that stocks of essential commodities 
should be increased. ‘The association took 
the opportunity of pointing out to the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce that, as 
traders were being asked to increase their 
stocks, there was an obligation on the State 
to institute some form of insurance or scheme 
of compensation in order that stocks de- 
stroyed by war action should be replaced. 
At the Minister’s request a representative 
committee of the Committee was formed and 
put before him proposals of a scheme similar 
to the British scheme. ‘They suggested an 
initial payment of ten shillings per cent. to 
cover a period of three months, and that 
thereafter the monthly payment should be 
three shillings and fourpence per cent. In 
their last letter of 23rd July the Committee 
stated that an early pronouncement by the 
Government was advisable if stocks were to 
be maintained. 

The latest information on the subject of 
war risks insurance was in the debate in the 
Senate on 25th September last, when Mr.

will have to be a general national policy for 
reconstruction.”’ 

It would be as well, said the President, 
to remind Mr. MacEntec that in the case of 
stocks of essential articles some provision 
must be made for the immediate replacement 
of stocks. 


TRADE DISPUTES 


The President said that Mr. Edgar Ander- 
son and himself were appointed to represent 
the Association of Chambers of Commerce at 
a conference of employers’ organisations in 
July last to draft proposals for legislation 
for the settlement of trade disputes. Draft 
proposals were subsequently considered and 
adopted, to the effect that as part of the 
machinery Joint Conciliation Boards should 
be formed in every vocation, and that trade 
disputes should be first considered by these 
Boards before being referred to a Labour 
Court. The advantage of Joint Conciliation 
Boards is that they incurred no expense and 
could be set up locally. 

They were aware that the Minister had 
constituted a Court of Inquiry under Part 
II. of. the Industrial Courts Act, 1919, in 
connection with an application for increased 
wages by operatives in the bakery trade. 
However, it had never been the practice of 
the Chambers of Commerce to take any part 
in Labour disputes, and the Council felt, in 
the circumstances, that they could not submit 


| evidence to the Court. 


On 12th August last the Association of 
Chambers received an invitation to submit a 
statement of evidence to the Inter-Depart- 
mental Committee on Shipping on 20th Sep- 
tember and to appear before that committee. 
The Council took an active part in preparing 
the evidence tc be submitted. The view of the 
Executive Council of the Association was that 
the time was inopportune to discuss shipping 
problems of this country, except in so far as 
the investigation was directed towards the 
possibility of shipping ventures as a war 
measure. The Chambers were unanimous in 
the view that the development of deep sea

shipping business should not be financed at 
the expense of the taxpayers. 

Referring to parish councils, about which 
a great deal of confusion existed, he said 
he had no wish to attack in any way the 
voluntary councils now in existence, but it 
did not seem a correct procedure that any 
body formed without any definite legislative 
basis should be capable of becoming au 
a ved local council and take over some of 
the county council’s duties. 

Referring to the Unemployment. (Relief 
Works) Bill, he said the measure appeared 
to give the Minister dictatorial powers to 
compel local authorities to undertake work, 
leaving local authorities to provide the 
money. Admittedly the bill was ah emer- 
gency measure, but business men always 
regarded with suspicion legislation which 
permitted any authority to call the tune, 
while somebody else had to pay the piper. 


“ILLEGAL VEHICLES” 


The Council had endeavoured to obtain a 
satisfactory pronouncement from the Minister 
for Justice on the question of insurance for 
motor cars and lorries while engaged on 
local defence services. . The matter was 
argent, because at present there was no in- 
surance. against third party risks, and uf- 
insured cars were illegal vehicles on the 
road. 

Concluding, the President said: “ Even if 
we escape the effects of actual participation 
in the war our national economy is bound to be 
affected by.the changes made in other coun- 
tries. I will, therefore, appeal to our own 
members, to other Chambers of Commerce, 
anf to all other similar bodies, to keep their 
organisations active and elastic, so that th 
may be able to assist the Government in deal- 
ing with any problems that may confront

WHAT PATROLS SEE AT 


NIGHT 


Mr. Joseph Walker, Vice-President, said 
that one of the things the present emergency 
had brought about was the end of party 
politics, Many of them would be glad if 
party politics were not only dead but cre- 
mated. They were so convinced on this point 
that many members of the association had 
joined the L.S.F. What had impressed him 
was that all sorts and conditions of their 
eople had joined this Force. There were ex- 
ervice men, ex-naval men, ex-I.R.A., and 
men who had fought on opposite sides of 
the fence. He hoped that they would never 
again see Irishmen fighting on opposite sides. 
He had hopes that if this spirit of unity 
continued in this ccuntry that it would help 
to the solving of many problems which their 
politicians seemed hopeless to solve. 

One of their great difficulties was the ques- 
tion of motor insurance. Motor cars had to 
be used for patrol and other work at 
all hours. In all this work and other 
maneuvres all over the country the cars used 
were not insured, but he wanted it to he 
clearly understood that the spirit of the 
L.8.F. as he knew it was not going to be 
deterred because of the delay in insuring 


-motor cars. The patrol work would go on. 


He was glad to be able to tell that meeting, 
however, that he believed that in the course 
of a few days the question would be solved 
as regards motor insurance. 

“When you are out on patrol ay 2 the 
night,’’ said Mr. Walker, ' you find funny 
things.” 

He went, on to refer to licensing laws, and 
said that in rural Ireland licensed houses 
were open all night if necessary. He did 
not want to use that meeting as a temper- 
ance wo but as they had seen when on 
patrol, it was a scandaldéus thing to see their 
young men—and young women, too—culti- 
vating these publichouses in the small hours 
of night and early morning, and getting into 
a state of inebriation. The L.S.F. patrols 
did not want that sort of thing, and it was 
not fair to the Guards, who were already 
working hard day and night, to have to 
watch these houses. They had recently seen 
one of the greatest nations in the world, with 
a fighting force almost twice the population 
of this country, collapsing almost without 
a shot being fired, because, as their aged 
General told them, they had degenerated.

“War and pestilence have always been 
associated, and our defences against disease 
and epidemics require examination,” said Mr. 
W. R. Fraser, Secretary of the Department 
of Health for Scotland, at a conference of 
Scottish medical officers in Edinburgh 
yesterday. 

Dr. Fraser said that in some areas deaths 
from tuberculosis had risen, but whether on 
account of war conditions or otherwise it was 
too early to judge. Experience of previous 
wars suggested that a higher incidence of 
this disease was to be expected. Medical 
officers must forestall this danger more suc- 
cessfully than their predecessors. 

The minor horrors of war—the louse,. the 
bug and scabies—showed a tendency to in- 
crease, and environment for the spread of 
diphtheria was suitable at the moment. 
Local authorities, he said, must encourage 
parents to have children immunised. 

‘“* We must guard against dangers to health 
from the inhabitation of shelters, especially 
when used as dormitories.”’

Mr. Cecil: D. Watters, National Union of 
Railwaymen, said that during 1939 there was 
an increase in the receipts of the Great 
Southern Railways Company of £196,665. For 
the first thirty-two weeks of the current year 
this ratio of intrease had been maintained, 
showing an ‘increase of £115,977 more than 
in 1939. During the last eight weeks the 
company had not maintained the same pro- 
gress as in the earlier part of the year, but 
in nearly every week the receipts were 
greater than those of the corresponding period 
of 1938. For the forty-third week of this year 
the receipts: showed an increase of £51,201 
over 1 and for. the corresponding period 
in 1939 the increase was £114,117 greater 
than in 1938. 

In August, 1930, the cost of living index 
was 173. In August, 1940, it reached 206, 
an increase of 33 points, praise 18; 
per cent., or equal to 3s. 84d. in the £. The 
difference between the company and the em- 
ployés was that the company obtained 1n- 
creased receipts which could be used against 
increased costs of purchases, but the employés 
were not to receive any increase, though they 
must meet the increased prices. 


COST OF LIVING 


Mr. Percy Collick, Associated Society of 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen, said that 
owing to the high cost of living a driver 
suffered for every pound in wages an effec- 
tive reduction of 3s. 9d. The effect of the 
d'op meant at least 14s. 3d. a week less in 
his wages. The G.S. Railways were the 
only body of .employers in- Western Europe 
who had come forward with an application 
to reduce wages. 

Mr. Hartnell Smith, Great Southern Rail- 
ways, said that the company’s prospects for 
the year were worse than they were when 
they appeared before the Board in May last. 
If a decline at anything approaching the rate 
in recent weeks continued to the end of 
the year the gain now recorded over last 
year would be completely wiped -out. The 
most optimistic forecast was just £50,000 
better than in 1939. The estimated increase 
in expenditure on railway working over 1939 
was £92,488, whereas wages and the prin- 
cipal items of stores and materials which 
they expected to use were estimated to cost 
the company £208,000 more this year. The 
expenditure on road transport for the year 
1940 was estimated at £1,008,705, as com- 
pared with £951,140 in the previous year, 
the estimated increase being due chiefly to 
the higher prices for motor spirit, stores and 
increases in rates of nay. There would be a 
loss under war conditions between October 
13 and December 3ist in this year, and this 
would be disastrous if followed by a period of 
greater loss than usual in the early months 
of next year. 


FINANCIAL FAILURE 


In these circumstances the company could 
not visualise anything but financial failure 
and disaster in the early part of next year 
unless relief were found from some source. 
lt was quite impossible for them to accept 
additional burdens in the way of rate of 
wages or-any other expenses. On the con- 
trary, they were forced to look for a reduc- 
tion. Hence their application for. the re- 
moval of the 2s. 6d: bonus. They felt sure 
that the financial crisis of the last two 
summers-was bound to recur. In fact, the 
position under war conditions, with its in- 
creased costs, was bound to arise much 
earlier, while the measures of holding up the 
payment of accounts and reducing stocks 
would not be again open to them to the 
same extent as during the present emerg- 
éncy, nor could they stop any more main- 
tenance work. 

There was another problem that would face 
them next year—the 4 per cent. Redeemable 
Debenture stock fell due for repayment or re- 
newal on the 3lst March, 1942. There was: 
no prospect of being able to repay this capital 
from the resources of the company, and their 
chances of renewal or re-issue upon moderate 
terms must depend upon: the company being 
able te put forward a scheme giving an assur- 
unce that the interest would be met without 
fail in the future. Unless they could, look 
forward to a stop being placed on the ‘con-’ 
stantly’ increased expenses of working, it 
seemed impossible that such a scheme could 
be presented to the Debenture holders. To 
accomplish this it was necessary not only for 
the company to resist increases in the rates 
of wages, but also to look for the remova 
of the bonus granted in May last. | 


AGRICULTURAL PRICES 
Mr. J. T. O'Farrell, Railway Clerks’ Asso- 


ciation, said that if the company’s applica- 
tion was conceded it would only. give relief 
poem the. present year to the extent. of 
£8, or £9,000 to a company with an 
annual turnover of 44. millions. Agricultural 
prices had gone up by 22 per cent. in one

PETROL FOR SUBMARINES

Sin,—There is a certain amount oi, com- 
ment at present appearing in the English 
papers with regard to the statement of a 
person called Little, that German submarines 
were getting supplies of petrol .em.the South 
Irish coast anywhere from Donegal to Cork. 

The following. extract may be of some 
interest to your readers. [t is taken from 
the book, ‘‘ Strange Intelligence,’’ by H. C. 
Bywater and H. C. Ferraby (Constable, 1931), 
page 224, et seq. : 

‘* Presumably by this time the. venerable 
legend about secret dumps of petrol is dead, 
but, lest it should survive, let us put on 
record here that all the German submarines 
from U 19 onwards were driven by heavy oil 
engines, the German Admiralty having 
obtained as far back as 1911 a satisfactory 
four-stroke engine from the Augsburg Works. 
.... So there was not the slightest need 
for hoards of petrol in two-gallon tins in 
secret islands and lonely coves on neutral 
shores for the use of the U-boat captain. 

‘‘ And since a modern-sized submarine 
carries anything from 50 to 75 tons of heavy 
oil, a dump of half-a-dozen barrels would not 
be much help. It may be taken as a fact 
that no secret hoards of petrol for German 
submarines ever existed.”’ 

Perhaps, Mr. Little has more reliable in- 
formation, and, no doubt, if he has, he will 
allow the proper authorities to have it. 

I am sure the proper authorities in a 
neutral country such as Eire would be very

“TOLERANCE IN THE NORTH ”’

Sir,—When a correspondent visitor from 
the North (presumably) like ' W.H.D.” 
begins flinging accusations of telling ‘‘ half- 
truths” and then speaks of “ moral courage ”’ 
from behind the shelter of anonymity, the 
first thought which occurs to one is to treat 
such an individual with the silence of 
contempt. 

The figures I gave constituted the whole 
truth, were taken from the Northern Govern- 
ment's own publications, and tell whether 
Nationalits have a grievance or not. 

The Northern Government legislated to suit 
the Protestants. When, however, the 
first (or Londonderry) Education Act of 1923 
proved unpalatable to the Orange Lodges, 
chiefly by reason of its  secularisation of 
primary education, the Northern Government 
at once proceeded to introduce the Amending 
Act of 1925. Thus, whilst they were anxious 
to meet the minor grievance of the Pro- 
testants, they retused to meet the major 
grievance of the Catholics. 

Every Regional Education Committee in 
the six counties has a majority of Govern- 
ment supporters. This was achieved in many 
places by jerrymandering the local govern- 
ment areas. This applies to Fermanagh, 
Tyrone and Derry County Borough, where 
Nationalists are in large majorities. When 
Protestants transfer their schools, it is to 
Educational Committees which they control. 

For conscientious reasons alone, Catholics 
could not transfer their schools to such boaies. 
Hence their penalisation.

TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—Anent your leading article in yester- 
day’s issue concerning diseased milk, 1 would 
like, as a farmer to make a few remarks if 
your space will allow publication. Twenty- 
five per cent.—rather a tragedy for the poor 
cows, having to endure the vagaries of our 
climate and carry on just as a healthy cow 
should do. 

Now,. in my opinion, based on consider- 
able experience of cows, ‘killing the cow” 
is no remedy, because there’ will be little 
cows growing up that will develop the disease, 
and in turn will have te be slaughtered. This 
would be a frightful tragedy and loss. Instead 
of killing, I would suggest feeding. It is 
starvation that is pushing up the percentage 
of T.B., that anu this seeking after cows 


of heavy and abnormal milk yield. Let rd 


cow milk, say 600 or even 500, gallons of 
milk per annum and have that imilk fit for 
food for babies and adults alike. 

There has been far too much meddling 
with our Job: by Departments and _ fodls 
whose knowledge of their own particular con- 
cerns or scienc2s are no* sufficiently compre- 
hensive to justify their interfering with us 
farmers. 

What about the poor children in the 
country? Time was when potatoes and milk 
produced the finest men in Ireland. Now 
the poor children must rely upon the potato 
alone, because legislation has made it so that 
a farmer may not sell milk for human con- 
sumption without a lot of nonsense and ex- 
pense rebuilding cow byres, etc., so that the 
poor i many localities cannot get milk at 
all. There are a few farmers who for pity 
sake risk being caught and give milk; but 
they are acting against the Jaw. So please, 
Mr. Editor, bear this in mind before your 
paper would sdvoeate further restrictions on 
the production of milk; and I “would like 
you to know that milk ts’ worth any 6d. per 
gallon in the country now and this price in 
October does not allow very high feeding 
for any cow. So if you want good “healthy ”’ 
milk; begin at the source—that is, the price 
of milk. 

Finally, it is my opinion—though, indeed, 
I know it is not mv place to offer one—that it 
is the want of milk more than the occasional 
“bug” in the milk that is the cause of most 
debility among countrv childzen. 

I, personally, am not concerned with the 


health ‘of city people. but there's more than 
milk to be blamed for their troubles if T

WONDER what happened to Morney 
Coppin, the ‘‘ apothecary and 
accoucheur,’’ and his contemporaries, the 
nailer, the bird-stuffer. and the sharp- 
nosed Mrs. Fairclough, who used to live 
in George’s street. i 

I have no doubt, however, that each of 
them helped in the building up of a great 
thoroughfare. Morney Coppin's place, 
for instance, was taken by Mr. Whitby, 
one of Dublin’s first ~'iemists of the 
modern school, and as an instance of how 
certain business houses tend to cling to the 
same site it is interesting to note that Mr. 
Whitby was succeeded by Mr. Watson and 
Mr. Watson by Hayes, Conyngham and 
Robinson. 

Mrs. Fairclough was teaching her young 
ladies in a street which, in 1835, or: there- 
abouts. had a great name as a shopping 
centre. Her academy in due course gave 
way, and on the site soon appeared another 
shop or business. Pim’s, Dockrell’s, Whyte’s 
came and stayed. The South City Markets 
were built, accidentally burned down, and 
built again; and behind the shops and busi- 
ness houses fun-makers attracted the crowds 
and maintained their summer “ fancy fairs.’’ 
Yet, at first glance, South Great George’s 
street did not look the part it was playing. 
Cobbled, tortuous and dark, it was not in 
the least a prepossessing place, though, in- 
deed, it was seldom empty. When one 
entered it, one felt the charm of the placo, 
and that charm, with all the improvements 
that have been effected, is there still. 


The necessity for widening South. Great 
George s street (as mentioned in. a. previous 
article) .was recognised. as early as 1895. 
Congestion in College Green .and Grafton 
street: began to-be obvious at that time, and 
subsequently, with the development of motor 
transport, the problem became acute. 
the widening scheme has been effected, trefho 
to-and from Rathgar-and Rathmines has been 
given. a direct route into wide Dame street, 
while ’buses serving Palmerston Park, Rath 
farnham, Terenure and Rialto have succeeded 
the old trams. Thus, traffic going in the 
direction of O'Connell street now takes ad- 
vantage of the widened thoroughfare and 
enters Westmoreland street. on the Bank of 
Ireland side instead of adding to the con- 
gestion at Cook’s corner, Grafton street. 

When the matter of widening the thorough- 
fare first came to be considered by the Cor- 
poration, the idea was to improve the line of 
thoroughfare extending from the junction of 
Dame street and South Great George’s street 
to Wexford street by setting back the fron- 
tages at certain parts. A scheme was evolved 
in 1895 for widening part of Wexford street 
and Redmond’s Hill and acquiring additional 
Bas in the area to provide additional 

uilding depth for new shops. The scheme 
was not developed at the time owing, in all 
probability, to the cost involved; but the 
proposal was adopted in principle by the 
Corporation, as is shown by the fact that 
some vears,beíore the last war, when numbers 
8, 9, 10 and 11 Wexíord street were allowed 
to be rebuilt, they were kept back to the new 
line of frontage for this street. 

The proposal was revived in 1914, and 
again in 1916, when a report, plans and a 
valuation ot the property affected were sub- 
mitted to the Municipal Council. As before, 
money—er rather the lack of it—was the

other architects concerned. 
treatment required by this plan 
that the new buildings would harmonise with 
those further up the street. Similar eleva- 
tional plans were prepared for the new build- 
ings to be erected on Redmond’s Hill and 
Wexford street frontages. 

At the moment, the position is that all the 
property affected by the scheme has been 
dealt with The demolitions have been car- 
ried out, and, in the case of South Great 
George’s street, the new buildings have been 
erected and the work of widening and relay- 
ing the roadway has now been completed. 
Other buildings shortly will be erected on 
the Redmond’s Hill and Wexford street sites, 
and when these have been completed the 
widening scheme, for so many years under 
contemplation, will have become a reality. 
George’s street has been widened from 37 
feet to 50 feet, Wexford street from 35 feet 
to 50 feet, Aungier's street from 32 feet to 50 
feet, and Redmond’s Hill from 31 feet to 50 
feet. It is thus seen that a continuous 
thoroughfare nearly 17 yards wide has been 
made for traffic in direct touch with some of 
the most important suburbs in the city. 
That, of course, does not mean that George's 
street is for the advantage of the people from 
Sguth Dublin. The contrary 1s the case, for 
with the present system of ‘bus routes 
operated by the Dublin United Tramway 
Company it is possible to get to George's 
street from almost any part of the city by a 
direct journey. 

So the great street has evolved! . It has 
been touched by the breath of all phases of 
the city’s history. It has had its afflictions 
(its great South City Markets, opened in 
1879 by the Right Hon. George Moyers, Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, were almost completely 
destroyed by fire ten years later), but it has 
overcome them, and. the indications are that 
as time passes it will go on its way of further

BRITISH FACILITIES FOR 
STOCK EXPORTERS 


It was announced at last night’s meeting 
of the Irish Livestock Exporters and Traders’ 
Association that there was every possibility 
that the British authorities will give extra 
facilities to members of the cattle trade to 
travel to England. It was also stated at the 
meeting that when the travel restrictions 
came into operation the British Government 
introduced a list, and supplied the British 
Passport Office in Dublin with a copy of it. 
Only those whose names appeared on the 
origimal list were eligible for travel visas. 
The Association asked the authorities to 
accept their .... Écate of the bona-fides of 
any trader wishing to travel. 

As a result of these representations, the 
Chairman (Mr. Leonard Ferris) said that the 
Dublin authorities had arranged through the 
Department of External Affairs for an 
additional list, which has been recommended 
by the British Passport Office in Dublin for 
acceptance in London. 

This arrangement will mean that an 
additional 150 members of the trade will be 
able to have their names placed on the list.

Now we have the depress- 
ing spectacle of what is happening in the 
North, where many thousands have been 
disemployed because Northern farmers 
ceased to grow flax. The mill donors were 
unwilling to pay more than a few shillings 
a stone for scutched fibre, and got their 
supplies at that price from Russia and 
elsewhere in Europe. 
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
